by my advice, having probably developed disease en route. 

Any conclusions and deductions from the statistics alone are apt to 
be extremely misleading; for instance, not only are the 1,652 appli- 
cants, of whom 563 were certified for San Francisco, destined for that 
port and the United States proper, but an unknown tho very large 
per cent of the 23,264 who are ostensibly offering for Honolulu regard 
the Hawaiian Islands as resting places, and of the 7,876 aliens certified 
for that port few intend to remain there.
